Titans  are  few  things  which  mark  a  people  * 
civilisation  more  dearly  or  oorreotly  than  its 
road*.  The  wild  Indian  or  African  move*  from 
one  place  to  another  by  tedious  and  poorly  mark.d 
paths,  ofteuer  without  any  ;  while  in  a  civilised 
country,  road*  straight,  well  built,  and  of  easy 
grade,  rapidly  oonvey  the  traveler  to  hi*  destina¬ 
tion.  Roads  are  not  often  referred  to  in  the 
earlier  days  of  the  world's  history  ;  but  we  know 
that  a  few  main  lines  existed,  running  East  and 
West,  by  which  the  Persian  and  Assyrian  mon¬ 
arch*  led  their  armies  to  Greece,  Palestine  or 
Egypt.  They  must  have  been  poor,  however, 
for  many  mouths  were  oonsumed  on  marches, 

Which  the  Romans,  in  then  prime,  modem  fewer  ^  ^ 

weeks.  The  Israelites,  soon  alter  their  settlement  f"  M.  W 
in  Palestine,  made  roads  leading  to  the  Cities  of 
Refuge,  as  well  as  a  few  other  high-ways,  lu  the 
great  disorder  existing  during  the  times  of  the 
J  odgea,  these  fell  into  such  a  bad  condition  that 
they  were  “  unoooupied,”  as  we  learn  from  the 
Song  of  Deborah,  about  1800  U.O. 

**  The  high-ways  were  unoccupied. 

Tbs  travelers  walked  through  by-ways. " 

But  the  Romans  were  the  first  nation  to  ex¬ 
hibit  an  appreciation  of  th*  importance  of  roots, 
and  skill  in  their  ooustruction ;  particularly  from 
th*  time  of  Julios  CsBsar.  That  wonderfnl  man 
was  not  only  great  as  an  oratot,  a  general,  and  a 
statesman,  but  as  a  practical  engineer  and  builder. 

“  From  hi*  time,  roads  were  opened  with  vsst 
expenditure  qf  labor,  through  the  pruviuoe*  that 
the  Romans  captured,  and  lines  of  communica¬ 
tion  maintained  through  Southern  and  Western 
Euro|>e,  extending  through  portions  of  Africa 
and  Asia.  The  islands  of  the  Mediterranean  were 
crossed  by  their  roads ;  and  in  England,  s  main 
line  led  through  the  oountry  North  and  South, 
and  another  from  East  to  West.  No  pains  were 
spared  in  giving  to  these  works  a  permanent 
character;  and  the  thorough  manner  of  their 


times,  is  proof  of  their  extraordinary  engineer¬ 
ing  skill  in  this  department”  The  stndy  of 
the  old  Roman  roads,  many  remains  of  which 
•till  exist,  Is  deeply  interesting  and  useful  to  the 
modern  engineer ;  and  as  in  law  and  military 
affairs,  the  world  of  the  preaeift  day  owes  much 
to  those  old  Romans,  so  it  is  n«  Ism  indebted  U> 
them  for  the  art  of  road  and  bridge  building. 

Bat  when  they  left  Britain,  the  road#  were  ne¬ 
glected,  and  no  Dew  ones  built,  and  fur  centuries 
the  people  used  only  foot  or  bridle  path*  for  in¬ 
tercommunication.  In  1783,  the  roads  were  so 
poor  that  only  ooe  stage  ooech  ran  between  Lon¬ 
don  and  Edinburgh,  making  the  journey  from  one 
place  to  the  other,  a  distance  of  850  miles,  in 
two  weeks.  Bat  sinee  the  msnafactnring  re¬ 
sources  of  the  country  have  been  brought  into 
action.  Great  Britain  has  become  celebrated  for 
the  number  and  excellence  of  her  roads. 

In  tliis  country,  the  early  construction  by  our 
Government,  of  the  great  National  Road,  through 
Wheeling  and  Cincinnati  to  St.  Louis,  proved  of 
great  importance  in  transporting  mails,  govern¬ 
ment  troops  and  stores,  and  in  encouraging  erai 
grstion  to  the  West  Until  comparatively  late 
years  roads  were  bnilt  by  government ;  the  first 
turnpike  act  in  England  was  passed  in  the  reign 
of  diaries  II. ;  since  that  time  most  of  the  im¬ 
portant  roads  both  in  England  and  America  have 
been  bnilt  by  “Turnpike  Companies.”  Their 
day,  however,  in  this  country,  seems  to  be  declin¬ 
ing;  their  roads  and  bridges  are  falling  into  the 
possession  of  oonnties  and  towns,  w  ItOae  officers 
must  provide  good  means  of  ooiuinnnication  for 
tiecitiseos.  In  this  county  s  Hoard  has  been 
organized  _  by  the  Legislature,  called  the  Essex 
Road  Board,  which  possesses  power  of 
usual  character  and  degree,  enabling  it  to  lay  ont 
avenues  and  roads,  and  provide  for  their  con¬ 
struction.  Their  work  requires  more  th«  a  brlel 
notice,  such  as  can  be  given  at  this  time ;  it  ia 
but  just,  however,  to  say  that  although  objection 
has  been  made  to  their  proceedings,  on  some  part 
of  ever/  road  they  have  begun,  yst  tliis  was  to 
be  expected,  and  is  not  of  itself  an  argument 
against  their  oourse.  They  have  been  laying  out 
a  eyetem  of  roads  for  the  county ;  their  work 
should,  therefore,  be  examined,  first,  as  a  whole, 
and  afterwards  in  its  several  parts.  Where  such 
large  sums  of  money  are  expended,  a  careful 
scrutiny  should  be  obeerved  by  the  citizens,  but 
it  should  not  be  selfish,  discourteous,  or  unjust. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  our  township  roads,  sod 
the  action  of  the  Township  Committee  in  making 
and  repairing  them. 

We  propose  to  disousa,  in  fatare  number*,  the 
methods  of  constructing  roads,  particularly  those 
of  MeAdeni  and  Tdfonl;  the  work  of  the  Essex 
Road  Board,  and  oar  own  roads  and  streets.  Ws 
look,  also,  for  communications  on  this  subject. 
Indeed  we  h*tc  an  interesting  instalment  already 
from  one  of  our  moat  thoughtful  sad  observing

\  Mew  Jersey  License  Law. 

Bt  Act  of  Legislature  approved  April  4th,  1878, 

It  la  required  that  all  psraona  aelllug  any  “  ale, 
strong  beer,  larger- bier,  porter,  wine,  or  other 
malt  Uqnora,"  In  anantiUe*  leas  than  a  quart  of 
the  same,  and  which  is  drunk  on  the  premises 
where  Sold,  shall  obtain  a  license  from  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  the  oonuty,  or  other  au¬ 
thorities  now  having  power  to  grant  House. 

Application  In  writing  ia  to  tie  mode  by  the 
applicant,  stating  the  kind  or  kinds  of  malt 
liciuors  he  proposes  to  sell,  the  plao*  or  township 
where  he  proposes  to  locate  hia  place  of  busiueoa, 
to  be  signed  by  ten  freeholders  who  have  not 
signed  another  petition,  who  shall  recommend 
him  as  a  sober  and  honest  man,  with  affidavit  of 
applicant  that  aaid  persons  recommending  him 
are  freeholders,  aud  that  he  will  keep  a  quiet  and 
orderly  house  according  to  law.  Snob  applicant 
must  enter  Into  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollar*  with  two  sureties,  freeholders,  in  sums  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  with  condition  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  will  not  keep  a  disorderly  house,  nor  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  or  othor  laws  against  en- 
oou raging  and  harboring  drunken  persona,  va¬ 
grant*,  etc-  etc. 

The  application  for  li<  enae  shall  be  made  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Court;  shall 
continue  in  force  for  one  year ;  can  he  used  iu  no 
other  place  except  in  which  first  kept,  and  aha!! 
be  void  as  to  other  places  and  persons.  The 
Court  shall  assess  each  persort  so  licensed  not  less 
than  tea,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

By  the  12th  section,  selling  without  a  license 
under  the  quantity  of  less  than  one  quart,  “  if  the 
snm«  is  drunk  in,  on  or  about  the  premise*  where 
sold,”  mokes  the  offender  liable  for  each  offense  to 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any 
I>erson  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  in  any  court 
ol'  record  Laving  cognisance  of  that  sum,  one-balf 
to  the  prosecutor,  the  other  half  to  the  inhabit¬ 
ant*  or  the  county  ;  and  by  the  18th  seotion,  in 
addition  to  th*  above  penalty,  any  person  selling 
without  license,  or,  haviug  a  license,  selling  on 
Sundays,  “  shall  be  held  as  keeper  or  keepers  of 
disorderly  house*,  and  upon  conviction,  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  like  pains  and  penalties  as  are  now  Im¬ 
posed  by  law  on  keepers  of  gambling  houses, 
bouses  of  prostitution,  and  other  common  uni-4 
* ancea." 

By  the  14th  section,  the  provisions  of  the  act 
do  not  apply  to  any  township,  oity  or  incorpo¬ 
rated  town  in  which  laws  ars  in  force  regulating 
the  sale  of  any  of  the  above-mentioned  liquors. 

The  act  took  effect  the  4th  of  July.
